(b) Memorandum regarding Taxpayer remonstrance petition. The Clerk-
Treasurer reported that no taxpayer petition or remonstrance was filed.

(c) Public Hearing. The Acting Council President called the hearing to order. There
were no comments. The hearing was closed.

(d) Consideration of Introduced Ordinance No. 1658: An Ordinance of
Appropriations and Budget Levies and Rates for the 2018 Budget. Councilor
Wagner introduced the ordinance at the meeting of Monday, October 3, 2017. There was
no further action.

The Clerk-Treasurer indicated that working with Councilor Herak as budget chair,
this budget as presented for action is balanced. It was noted that the levies are being
fixed higher than the max levy threshold as protocol. However, the likely approved
levies are all within the maximum levy. While the budget supports promotions,
overtime and annual longevity increases that all full-time workers receive who have
a year or more of service, no general increase for the base pay has been budgeted.

Councilor Herak moved the passage and adoption of Ordinance No. 1658. Councilor
Zemen seconded. Upon a roll call vote, there were four affirmatives and no
negatives. The motion passed. The ordinance was adopted.
